pound Lunik 4 could give the Rus- 
sians a big lead over the United 
States in the race to land a man 
on the moon. The American pro- 
gram, stung by three spectacular 
'allures last year, is far behind 
schedule, but officials in Washing- 
ton said there is no need for 
Americans to panic. 


Scientists speculated that Lunik 


4 is intended cither to land an 
unmanned observation station on 
he moon or orbit the moon to 
akc detailed photographs and to 
jathcr other data.

pensable to landing a man, and

there," wrote astrophysicist Yuri 
Lipsky in Pravda today. 


However, the Soviet government 


gave no hint of Lunik's mission. 
Close studies of statements by 
Soviet scientists who should know 
turned up few clues. 


Nikolai Barabashov of the Khar- 


kov Observatory 
mentioned the 


need for better photographs arid a 
robot observatory in an article he 
wrote for the Soviet news agency 
Tass. 


Vladimir Siforov, a radio engi- 


neering and electronic expert, pre- 
dicted that Lunik 4 "will help to 
introduce clarity in photos of the 
lunar surface 
and to measure 


more accurately the height of the 
lunar mountains and the depths 
of the craters." 


Lipsky said "the physical con- 


ditions on the lunar surface must 
r>e studied as well as its soil and 
its temperature. The density and 
composition of the lunar atmos- 
phere must be analyzed. The 
small details of its relief must be 
photographed and the radiation 
and 
seismic 
conditions 
deter- 


mined."

Explorer 17 
Off to a 
Perfect Trip 


By HOWARD BENEDICT 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


—The Explorer 17 satellite zipped 
around the globe today and within 
two days its sensitive instruments 
were expected to collect more in- 
formation about the earth's at- 
mosphere than all the knowledge 
gained through the centuries. 


The 410-pound ball of instru- 


ments vaulted skyward Tuesday 
night atop a three-stage 
Delta 


rocket and settled into an egg- 
shaped orbit ranging from 150 to 
570 miles high. The launching 
success was Ihe 16th straight for 
the reliable Delta. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space 
Administration 
reported 


good quality signals were being 
received from the flying labora- 
tory as it circled the world every 
96 minutes. 


A number of ground stations 


were equipped to monitor the 
satellite. Officials said the vehicle 
would be commanded 
to send 


five-minute bursts of information 
at carefully selected times during 
the anticipated 60-to 90-day useful 
lifetime. They planned to activate 
the sphere 10 to 20 times a day 
to obtain maximum knowledge of 
the atmosphere 
under varying 


conditions and at different alti- 
tudes. 


Eight 
measuring 
instruments 


encased in the satellite's stainless 
steel shell were to record, the 
amount of helium, oxygen and 
nitrogen gases, neutral particles 
and electron and its temperatures 


and densities. Comparison if the 
data would help scientists con- 
struct a fairly complete chart of 
the density, composition, tempera- 
tures and pressures of the atmos- 
phere at a time when solar ac- 
tivity has a minimum influence. 


Nelson Spencer, project manag- 


er, said the space agency hopes 
to launch similar satellites later 


under different atmospheric coi^ 
ditions for comparison with what 
is learned by Explorer 17. 


Officials reported that scientists 


for centuries puzzled over 
the 


makeup of the atmosphere 
and 


only in recent years—when rock- 
ets allowed them to make di- 
rect high-altitude measurements- 
have they obtained some concrete 
answers.

another rebellion today to set up 
a military dictatorship. 


Retired Gen. Benjamin Mencn- 


dez, 
75, and Gen. Federico To- 


ranzo Montero, in a broadcast on 
Radio Argentina, called on the 
military and the civilian popula- 
tion to overthrow the year-old re- 
gime of President Jose Maria 
Guido. 


The rebel broadcast said the 


revolution would wipe out plans 
for presidential and congressional 
elections June 23 in which Gui- 
do's government planned In let 
Peronist forces enter candidates. 
The election plans have set off 
a prolonged military crisis, with 
the navy seeking to keep the 
Peronists out of the election and 
the army and air force commands 
backing Guido. 


Rumors of an impending mili- 


tary revolt have been current for 
days, and the rebel 
broadcast 


early 
this morning heightened 


tension. The people of Buenos 
Aires went to work as 
usual. 


There were no immediate unusual 
military movements in the streets. 


Several hours after the broad- 


cast there had been no response 
from Guido. 


Menendez was proclaimed as 


leader of the revolt and Toranxo 
Montero as commander in chief 
of the rebel forces. 


The 
rebels 
apparently 
had 


seized some vital communication 
links including the central tele- 
phone exchange, which has a mas- 
ter 
switchboard 
controlling the 


government radio network. 


Toranzo Montero led a dissi- 


dent military faction in northern 
Argentina last August. Ho was 
ousted a month later. 


Menendez 
has 
been 
plotting 


against Argentine governments off 
and on for 20 years. Placed on 
the retirement list by Peron, he 
led a brief, bloody but unsuccess- 
ful revolt in 1951. He spent much 
time in prison before the 
1955 


revolution ousted Peron and made 
him a hero. 


Menendez is rabidly opposed to 


both communism and Peronism. 
The Guido government impris- 
oned him last October, accusing 
him of plotting a new revolt. 


Guido, struggling to achieve the 


elections and give Argentina a 
legal, elected government again, 
had 
sounded 
the alert before 


dawn as rumors spread that a 
revolt was in the making. The 
army, navy and air force garri- 
sons in the Buenos Aires area 
went on a battle alert. 


The military commands had 


met 
in Buenos Aires Monday 


night but failed to agree on the 
role the Peronisls should be per- 
mitted in the election.

requires $35.4 million in additional

The Rockefeller budget for the 


fiscal year beginning next Mon- 
day was approved Wednesday by 
the Republican-controlled legisla- 
ture. 


The spending will be more than 


$200 million over current levels. 
A substantial part of the adclctl 
money will be obtained by moving 
payment dales of stale income 
taxes withheld by employers to 
bring more collections into the 
J963-C4 fiscal year. 


The Rockefeller fiscal plan was

his original budget, calling for 
$2.!19 billion in spending. He rec- 
ommended increases of $48 million

Looking for a job? 
So are at least 53,348 other Ar- 


kansans, and past records indi- 
cate that a large percentage of 
them will find work through the 
Jstate Employment Security Divi- 
sion. 


The ESD, through its offices in 


33 cities, has its finger on Arkan- 
sas' 
business pulse. It knows 


which employers need personnel 
and where unemployment is high 
est. 


It knows where economic condi 


tions are good and bad. 


The ESD is operated by the 


state on federal funds. It also 
oversees the unemployment insur- 
ance program, the funds for which 
are provided by tax on employers. 


But the ESD would rather place 


a man in a job than hand him 
an unemployment check. 


It is a rare agency in that it 


focuses its attention on both the 
down-and-outer who needs a job 
and the corporation which needs 
a qualified worker. 


The ESD helps control unem- 


ployment and provides a bridge 
between the labor force and em- 
ployers. 


The ESD's central office in Lit- 


tle Rock said 11,727 Arkansans 
applied for help in finding work 
in February, 5,050 fewer than in 
J a n u a r y . Applications ranged 
from a high of 2,092 in the Little 
Rock office to a low of 49 in ESD 
offices in Augusta and Van Bur- 
en. 


In February a year ago, 12,634 


applied for ESD help. In the 12 
months ending Feb. 28, the ESD 
ilaced 114,005 Arkansans in jobs, 
t had 
152,115 applications for 


vork and employers listed 121,650 
ob openings with ESD offices. 


Dealing with that number of 


people requires 563 full-time ESD 
employes, from Administrator J. 


Bland 
to interviewers 
who 


counsel 
with 
applicants 
about 


what they would like to do. 


After the interview, the appli- 


cant gets an aptitude test to show 
vhat he is qualified to do. Then 
his desires and skills are matched 
with the list of job openings in 
his area and he is sent to selected 
employers for interviews. 


This system helps the applicant 


and takes a lot of the guess work 
out of hiring. An employer is 
•easonably sure that an applicant 
sent to him by the ESD is quali- 
led for the job opening for his 
company. 


Of course, that's as far as the 


ESD can go. After that, it's up 
:o the employer and the prospcc- 
;ive worker. 


An important by-product of the 


ESD's. work is a volume of fig- 
ures by which it keeps up with 
Arkansas' economic picture. 


For instance, at the end of De- 


cember the ESD said a number of 
new applications was at the low- 
est point in two years. So were 
job openings. The reasonable as- 
sumption is that more Arkansans 
who want to work are finding jobs 
and more companies are able to 
fill their staffs with qualified per 
sonnel.
